The applicant provided a set of proposed claims for discussion. The claims were directed to a method of diagnosing 
based upon a particular range of CpG sites within SEQ ID NO: 60. During the interview, the issues of SEQ ID NO: 60 
were discussed. The examiner indicated that based upon the most recent guidance provided for incorporation by 
references, SEQ ID NO: 60 does not appear to be supported by the specification. Applicant provided several 
arguments. The examiner encouraged him to set forth all the arguments presented. 

With respect to the particular range of CpG sites, the examiner was conerned that the negative limitations were not 
supported by the specification. The applicant provided several arguments including the Lee reference in the 
background and the tables denoting all possible CpG sites. The examiner encouraged all these arguments to be put 
on the record. 

With respect to the 103 rejection, in the event that the sites taught by Lee were properly excluded, it would appear that 
the 103 rejection would no longer be appropriate. 



The examiner notes that this application is currently after final. The proposed amendments to the claims would not be 
considered after final as they raise new issues and consideration. 
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
